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1. Applicant's election with- traverse of Group I in the reply filed on May 
17, 2005 is acknowledged. The traversal is on the ground (s) that "all claims 
are directed to a single distinct invention". This is not found persuasive 
because claims 1 and 17 and claim 9 appear distinct as set forth in the 
previous Office action. Otherwise, claims 1 and 17 and claim 9 would be 
redundant . 

The requirement is still deemed proper and is therefore made FINAL. 

2. The drawings are objected to because: reference numeral "86" (par. 0059 
In. 2) is missing; reference numerals "62" and "64" apparently should be 
--60-- and --62--, respectively, in Fig. 7 (par. 0056 In. 2), reference 
numeral "96" apparently should be --94-- in Fig. 13 (par. 0061 In. 2), the 
leader for reference numeral "62" is apparently misdirected in Figs. 15 and 
16, reference numeral "144" apparently should be --142-- in Fig. 19 (par. 
0074 In. 1), reference numeral "154" apparently should be --134-- in Fig. 20 
(par. 0072 In. 4), reference numerals "100" and "200" apparently should be 
--168-- in Fig. 23 (par. 0082 Ins. 1 and 5), reference numeral "162" 
apparently should be --164-- in Fig. 26 (par. 0081 In. 9)/ and reference 
numeral "82" designates different elements between Figs. 10 and 12. 

The drawings are objected to under 37 CFR 1.83(a). The drawings must 
show every feature of the invention specified in the claims. Therefore, the 
"flush arm" set forth in claim 1 must be shown or the feature (s) canceled 
from the claim (s) . No new matter should be entered. 

Corrected drawing sheets in compliance with 37 CFR 1.121(d) are 
required in reply to the Office action to avoid abandonment of the 
application. Any amended replacement drawing sheet should include all of the 
figures appearing on the immediate prior version of the sheet, even if only 
one figure is being amended. The figure or figure number of an amended

3. The disclosure is objected to because of the following 
informalities: Paragraph 0059, line 6 and paragraph 0060, line 
6, "92" denotes different elements; and paragraph 0076, line 2, 
"154" apparently should be --134--. 

Appropriate correction is required. 

4. Claims 1, 8 and 17 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, 
as being indefinite for failing to particularly point out and distinctly 
claim the subject matter which applicant regards as the invention. 

Claim 1 is unclear as to whether the "tank" is intended to be part of 
the claimed combination since structure of the "control system" is defined as 
being connected thereto (Ins. 4 and 17), but no positive structural 
antecedent basis therefor has been defined. Claims 8 and 17 are similarly 
indefinite. 

5. The claim hierarchy does not appear to be in accordance with MPEP 
608. 01 (m). Claims remaining at allowance may require renumbering. 
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6. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 
U.S.C. 102 that form the basis for the rejections under this section made in 
this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or 
a foreign country or in public use or on sale in this country, more than one 
year prior to the date of application for patent in the United States. 

7. Claims 1, 3-8, 17-19 and 21 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as 
being anticipated by Baron. 

The Baron reference discloses a control system comprising: an inlet 
tube 14; a water line (col. 4 In. 57); a tank (Pig. 13); a diverter 24,26; a 
control valve 18; a mechanical switch/seal arm 20 including a cam 10 and a 
cam engager 51; a discharge tube 72; an actuator 50; a flush arm (col. 5 Ins. 
10-13); and an actuator housing 60, as claimed. 

8. Claims 2 and 20 are objected to as being dependent upon a rejected base 
claim, but would be allowable if rewritten in independent form including all 
of the limitations of the base claim and any intervening claims.
